The St. Petoi slmr^;; norresponden of

(jouypiracy , il is .said, tliuic can now 
be little or no doubt, and every eti'oi t 
is being made to hunt it up and stani]) 
it out. It soeius that upwarils of ci^hL 
huinh'eil jjersoiiH aio aW.dil to be ivu;d 
at St. Peter.slmr^, luul ii ssiiiilar [n-ilit- 
ical trial is soon to take place in Mos- 
cow. Tho revolutiuiuiry wmk is mostly 
carried on by triict.s of ono luiid auil 
another, all dwelling.,' upon tlie pretiont 
uncHiiial .state uf things, and ijuiuting 
to Hocial revolutioji. Two studouts, 
e ich not above twenty years of age, 
have been tried for cii-culating si di- 
tioas bool^s, and have been sentenced 
'tp'Iose all their civil rights and to be 
kept ab hard labor in Siberian forti es- 
es — one tor ten and tho other for six 
years. Wei'o it only a matter of ap- 
parently BO little siguiilcauce us tiie 
foolish efforts of a few students and 
workmen thero-would be no ground 
for anxiety. But it is known that there 
is scarcely a student over tho whole 
of Russia who does not hold substanti- 
ally the same opionions, and tho sys- 
tem of secrecy and repression only iu- 
teusi&es the evil. Russia is, in fact at 
present, in a transition state. Its rule ra 
have gone so far in tho direction f)f 
substantial liberty that they must go 
further, if not peacefully as leaders of 
tho movement, then forcibly through 
confusion and suffering and bloodshed, 
and eventually as victims. Even m 
Bussia the press is becoming a mighty 
iufluenca, and if the ruling classes 
there aro wise they will recogui/.o this 
fact, and act accordingly, not by re- 
pression, but by encouraging free dis- 
cussion, by the exposure of tho false, 
and. by stating and enforcing the true. 
It is forbidden at present to state the 
arguments of Iheso so-called revolu- 
tionists, even for the purpose of refu- 
tation, and any one can easily' see 
\^bAt a stimulus this gives to tho very 
evil sought to be put down. Let the 
police do what it may, thousanils of 
revolutionary publicatK^ns aro annual- 
ly imported inl(j Kussia, and are tur- 
culated e very who r(;, I''rcc discussion 
and an unfettered press will alone rob 
the movement of ,its objectionable 
features. .As it is, the Governmont 
apparently thinks tho best plan is to 
sit on the safety-valve while an ever- 
increasing amuuuL of steam is being 
lot on. No doubt can possibly be 
entertained of tli(,' issue if th;s policy 
is carried out and adhered to. 

'mxe Keely Motor Again 

(Trom tlie Nnn- Vork EvonltlR Poit.f 

A gentleman in i'hiladel[)hia, for- 
merly of IJiitlalu, who is intiinal(>ly as- 
sociated with Mr. Keely iu the jjer- 
fectiug and bringing out of the mys- 
terious ' ' muter," and whose eonlidenco 
in the success of it has no limit, writes 
to a friend in this city that all is going- 
well in the work, notwithstanding sonic 
delays which have been ^•l ■vations. 
Wo aro permitted to copy fnnu tln.i Kil- 
ter the folio iving: 

" Keely gave a little experiment on 
Friday to several interested i)artios, at 
Tvhich I was present. He made his 
'expulsion' in their presence twice, and 
ran his niachim; for an hour or mure, 
and could liavcruu in those expuliiio'is 
a day or more at the same rule. (Jn 
the second experiment, after Keely 
had bis set generator, he remarked 
that he would give them then about 
l.'iOO lbs. to tho s(piaro inch. Ho im- 
iiKKliately turned a cock, and almost 
instantly thet;ang(; un the i'ccoi\i'r 
swung round lo a point uulicitiug 1 ,- 
200, as lie before said. This [ires.sure 
was thrust into tho leceiveria loss than 
one-fourth of a minute, through, say, 
'20ft. of wive tubing, tho aperture of 
which was less thai one-tenth of an 
inch. TIk; rc('ci\cr capacity is the gal- 
lons, '.riicn, tliii.ui^h aiiotlna' sinulai' 
tubing, the vapour generated was ai-i- 
plied to his engine, and it run with un 
undiminished Fate, say 150 revolutions 
per minute, as long as tho party rle- 
Hired to remain. There were three or 
four practical experts [iresent, one of 
whom wjis a iH'onuncnt, in\'entoi' of 
MaHsachusells, whoso inventions in 
.pja^hinery aro us(.d iu al^ the cotton 
"^fid woollen mills of the cofiiitry. He 
camo by invibilion. .Anotiier expert 
prcHOiit Hpoko to mo regarding the 
m;wHpai)crs' com]u'essed air tiuiory. 
"'I'alk about com[)r(!Hscd air ! I''utlgo ! 
CoJ"l)rcs.sed air would hciil those pipes 



at that pressure so that nothing could 
bo done with tlieiu. I know all about 
compressed air, &o., &c." All were 
satisfied with what they saw, and be- 
lieve Keelj has what ho claims to 
liavG. 

"Tho now generator, testing with 
tho hydraulic press, 10,000 pounds 
))ro8sure, ruptured some parts about 
four weeks ago. The Ipreaks have 
boon thoroughly repaired, arid I ex- 
pect within a week it will uiidorgo a 
further test, and, if it holds, the gen- 
erator will be in tho Keely shop. Tim 
tirst register of force is there, and it, 
looks as though it Would stand lUO,- 
000 to the inch. Engines and other 
receivers are nearly complete." 

The St. Louis [)apers des(uib(; an ex- 
traordinary sceiu! at a seance iu that 
city th(> ot her evening, where a materi- 
alized spirit successfully mot the shot 
gun test to which tho mediums have 
so often been challenged to submit 
their ajipantionH. .1 goutlenuni of a 
sceptical turn of mind (jiTered the 
medium $")0 for tlie privilege of firing 
upon tho spirit, and nuudi to his sur- 
prise his cliiillenge was accepted. The 
medium, "\V. C. C'lark, stri]iped naked 
bcf(n-e the scoplic, Henry Timkins, 
and several reporters and then dressed 
himself in tho close provided by Tim- 
kins. The cabinet which bad been 
put together expressly for the occasion 
and was a simple shell of plain boards, 
was (>xaniined at tho last nionient be- 
fore Clark's entrance. The medium 
took his scat on tho lloor with his back 
against tiie wall furthest from the 
materialization aperture, and Timkins 
proceeded to cord him down, which 
he did in a most secure manor. The 
door was then shut and tbo spectators 
awaited the appearonce of the sjiirit. 
Soon the curtain moved aside and the 
manifestation apjioared.

"\Vn.\T Savaoes Think of TwDis. — In 
Africa, according to Pr.Bobert Brown, 
("Races of mankind") the birth of 

twins is commonly regarded as an 
evil omen. No one, excejit tho tw ins 
themselves and their nearest relatives, 
is allowed to enter the "liut in which 
they first see the light. The children 
are not to play with other children, 
and even the utensils of the hut are 
not permitted to bo used by any one 
else. The mother is not allowed to 
talk to any one not belonging to her 
own family. If the chil(]reii both live 
to tho end of tho sixth year, it is gu]i- 
posed that nature has accommodated 
herself to their fixistenoe, and they are 
liencoiorth admitted to association 
with their fellows. Nor is this abomi- 
nation of twin liirths restricted to 
Africa. In the Island of l^ali, ucai' 
Java, a woiuan who is so uuforlunsto 
as to bear twins, is obliged, along 
with her husband, to live for a month 
at tho sea siioro or among tho tombs, 
until she is ])uritied. 'J'he Khasias of 
Hindoslaii consider that, to have twins 
assimilates tho mother to the lower 
animals, and one of thoui is frequent- 
ly imt to death. An exactly similar 
belief prevails among some of the 
native tribes of Vancouvoi' iBland. 
Among the Ainos, ono of the tw ins 
is always killed, and in Arobo, in 
Guinea, both the twins and tho moth- 
er aro put to death. — Popular Science 
Monl/tly.

This eleven and a half 
nuiiion dollars, as tlui aniiu.il saviiii^s 
in tho cost i.if running' Urn I'ailrcjads of 
this country, moans just so much money 
kept out of the pockets of diehoiiost 
contractors and managers and divided 
among tlui Kharelioldors in dividends, 
or the peopl(> in the reduction of trans- 
portation. Tho inprovoment in the 
managenient may bo fairly attributed 
to tho clamor whicli has been raised 
within the two years just past against 
dishonest management, and the deter- 
mined efforts manifested to inaugurate 
a reform in past abuses.

GENTLEMEN:— As a geTierftl election 
for mombers to represGut yoa in tbo Lo- 
cal Parliament ol this Froviaoe is about 
to take place, I bavo determhted, in ac- 
cordance with a very general request of 
tlio electors of your District, to oil'er my- 
Bfilf as II onndidato. 

Tho oiirly dato at which I hear tho 
eloctioiiH aro to bo held will prevout my 
meeting you personally, as I had intend- 
ed.

Tlio Indians aro not unreason- 
able in their demands; what they want is 
a fair settlement, and I cannot see why 
this should not have token place almost 
immediately after Confederation. 

The school system of this Province I 
consider good, and with tho success ap- 
parent that has atteuiiod the boarding 
school at Ciioho Creek, T would advocate 
a further cxiieuilituro in tliat direction, 
and consider that Kamloojjs and otht>i- 
portions of this large Provinoo should 
have institntiooB ereoted of a like ohorao- 
tor. 

Tho formation c f Agricultural Societies 
tlirojigliont the Provinoo, you are aware, 
J havo for some time advocated, and 1 
would support any measure giving a lib- 
eral grant of money to aid such societies. 
It will bo tho means of bringing fariuors 
aud stock-raiSers together, of comparing 
stock and inducing the importation of 
tfood blood. 

The early eoiumenceiiioiit of the Fi. til- 
way on tho Maiiihind of liritisli (Johiinljia 
i.-i of tho greatest inipnrtiiii(M> to tlie set- 
tlers in this Bcotion of our Province. 

Tlie late negotiations that havo taken 
place with regard to a relaxation of the 
Torins of Union I have been opposed to. 
aud consider that under no cii-cumstancoH 
.slmuid thry liiivi) bi'cii ciitorcd into wilh- 
oiil I'liii'^iiltiiig Uio iiroplo. . Tiii'V liave, 
hajipily for us, been unsneeiissful, ljut iim 
it IS rejiorlod tiiat frenli iiogol ia I ioiib are 
likely to tako plaooaud the <iuestion must 
bo considered at an early date by our Lo- 
cal Government, I would suiiport no 
Government who in treating with the Do- 
minion Govornnieiit tlid not iiu;i.-,t on an 
early commoncenieiit of raiis\-ay coiikI ruc- 
tion on tho iMaiulaiid, and an ciiuul di.s- 
triliuliou betwiien Vancouver Islaiiil and 
Iho Mainland of any compensation th<it 
might be offered for the nonfallllment of 
tho Terms of Union. I consider that 
sliould fresh uogotiiitions take place snnio 
arraugement should be eoiae to with tho 
Doiniiiion < ioveriiiiienL liy which our 
'L'nrilV should lie sn inodilieil as to give 
us some protection fiu' our .stock interest. 

Should you, gentlemen^ do me l.Va 
honor of eleoting me as one of your re- 
presentatives, I shall feel it olwaya my 
duty to advocate the expenditure of pub- 
lic monies on public works as far as the 
revenue of tho I'rovinco will allow, but 
tlmt (inly on works of a reiirodnotivu 
chanicler. 

1 oouiiider that the Govornmont ot tho 
Province should be carried on •with tho 
Htrictost economy compatible with pub- 
lic eiru-ienoy ; that taxation should bo 
flipinl i:-'.!'d .'O that tlio rich man pay lii.s 
fair proportion with tho poor, which is 
not the ease now, X trqst that these views 
will bo acceptable to you.atid should yon 
return me as one of your roprosontatives,

Lo>DON, Aug. "22.— Tho unfortunate 
accident in the Solent, by which three 
lives were lost in tho coUiHiou of tho 
t^ueon'H steam yacht .Vlborta with tho 
pleiisuro yacht Misllotoo, coiitiuuos an 
object of universal comuieut. Tlioro 
iivo many side issues likoiy to grow out 
of tbo factH developed at the inquest, 
which mii^ lead to a better uuderstand- 
iug of tlio rule of tho road when steam 
and sailinef vessels moot. 

'J'lio g( iier;il facts wliicli were cabled 
to tli(; "Herald ' ou the night (jf the 
accident are familiar to nil its readers, 
while the., details were forwarded from 
Portsmouth by mail. Anoiber fact 
which adds iiitorest tn the accident is, 
that altliougU Captidii Welch was tho 
sailing master on board the royal 
yticlit, lier oflicial captain was Prince 
Leiniiigeu, U.CB. Under bim was 
ii stati' of officers, consisting of Staff 
Commander Welch, above mentioned ;

, N.ofcwithatnudiug so. much has recent- 
ly; been said upon the subject of tho 
Bastio toughened glass, the general 
reader seems to bo still eager to scan 
every now paragraph that finds its way 
into tho public prints. Yiedingto this 
general desire we note that another 
senes of experiments with regard to tho 
character of this gkfis has recently 
been tried in Now York by Prof. Egle- 
Hou of Columbia College before the 
Now "York Academy of Sciences. 

The most wonderful characteristic 
of this glass, as developed by the 
Professor, was its maryelpus power of 
resisting heat. In several of his ex- 
porimonts two thousand degrees bf heat 
were directed on the center of a. plate 
of prepared glass eight inches square 
until at the point of contact with the 
llame the glaas became red Jiot. The 
hrst plato was a jioor ono, and broke 
after being subjected to this heat for 
three minutes. The others wore not 
broken I)y it. Ordinary glass stood 
such test only eight Koconds. The 
practical application of this was, that 
if a fire was started in a room ' with 
windows of this glass, tho frame work 
ol tho window would burn out and al- 
low the glass to fall before a draft 
would be created. 

Lamp chimneys wore ihv.n tested by 
using kerosene lamps with a combina- 
tion of Bunsen burners, which threw 
a blue flame, showing that the heat 
wai i:i;oiiso along the whole 
i^-ngth of the tube and six or eight in- 
ches above it. Water was boiling in a 
vessel o: this glass. Tho water boiled 
out and the vessel remained uninjured. 
The temperature of tho vessel was then 
raised to 150 or Kill degrees aud cold 
water was poured m with tho expecta- 
tion that it wouhl crack the glass. 
But the water began immediately to 
boil, and the glass was unhurt.
